A third smaller in overall 
size than its remarkably small predecessor, it is also 
a third lighter (just over 7 lbs.). Yet, it packs more 
convenient features into its rugged frame than ever before. 
It’s actually the most complete desk dictating unit ever 
offered— yet it fits into the case you take work home in. 

The cover is another first from Dictaphone Corporation, 
who pioneered magnesium castings and transistors 
for the dictating machine industry. It’s a new polymeric 
miracle material recently developed after years of 
exhaustive research. It provides improved acoustics and 
is uniquely immune to stains and mars. 

With features that make dictation simple, the new 
Time-Master has simply everything. It’s designed to do 
a job, your job, and make it as effortlessly automatic 


for you as possible. 


Just a touch and Dictabelt loads itself 

— Positioning a Dictabelt used to be easy 

— now it’s automatic. A unique new load- 
ing principle requires only that you start 
the Dictabelt into position with a touch. As 
it crosses the mandrels, an ingenious hid- 
den trigger device snaps it into position 
and you are ready to go. Total time about 
one second. Talk about convenience— this 
is as easy as inserting a card in a time 
clock. To remove the Dictabelt just press 
“Belt” button at front of the machine, and 
slide it off. 


Introducing the Power-Mike with Continuous Backspacing -You have taken a 
second to automatically position the Dictabelt. Now your thumb and thoughts take 
over, for you never need touch the machine again until ready to remove the belt. 
Time-Master/7 is always ready for dictation once you pick up the microphone. 

The new lightweight Power-Mike has a comfortable start-stop cushion in its center. 
Then, you will notice two small levers which make for easiest control of all functions 
as you dictate. 

Power Backspace— A touch upward on the right lever brings you a continuous review 
of as much of your dictation as you would like to hear in quick, convenient sections. 

Quick Review— A downward touch on the right lever provides a brief review of your 
dictation. 

Corrections and Letter Lengths-A touch upward on the left lever signals your secre- 
tary that there is a correction or special instruction to be noted. This action instantly 
activates an electronic marker which makes a clear, bold line on the lower half of 
the indication slip. A touch downward marks the upper half to indicate the letter 
length. It couldn’t be easier or more natural. 


Unique Power Feed Indication System— You have fussed with your last indication 
slip once you begin using the new Time-Master/7. Even the convenient multi-slip pad 
on predecessor model Time-Master is now old-fashioned. This totally new concept 
is so positive and ingeniously simple that you will want to tinker with it even when you 
are not writing letters. Here’s how it works. 

Twenty-five slips, enough for more than a month’s dictation, are stored in a tiny, 
continuous roll. This is placed in the storage area undercover at the front of the 
machine, and the first slip positioned under a clear, lucite window in exact alignment 
with the grooves on the belt. When you complete the Dictabelt, you merely press the 
“slip” button and out it slides followed by a fresh slip which positions itself perfectly. 

The method of marking is a clever innovation for greater convenience. The indica- 
tions are made from beneath the slip; this eliminates the marking unit, thus providing 
better visibility as you dictate. 

And, of course, the indication slips may be used with all previous model Time- 
Master transcribing units. 




The “sound you can see” in Electronic Blue-You’ll

New syllable-fresh recording for clearest reproduc- 
tion— The most important feature of any dictating 
machine is its ability to record and reproduce each 
syllable exactly. Anything less than the best reduces the 
effectiveness of this time-saving method. The Dictabelt’s 
wide voice frequency band (125 to 5200 cps) produces 
the highest standard of intelligibility in a dictating 
machine. 

Why most Secretaries like Dictabelt best- In scores 
of tests the Dictabelt has proved most superior for secre- 
tarial transcribing. Now the striking new electronic color 
makes tone grooves even more vivid for fast, pleasant 
typing. The Dictabelt provides uniform recording from 
beginning to end which means uniform, measured back- 
spacing and no wasted time when listening back. Addi- 
tionally, Time-Master/7 by scientific design of micro- 
phone, amplifier and recorder tailors the response in 
the area of sound where words are most intelligible. 
Finally with the clear, plastic blue Dictabelt secretaries 
need handle the recording just once — there is no need 
to erase for re-dictation. Single-use Dictabelts save time 
and memory. 





Easy to reach, smartly functional machine controls 

—Three in-built button-controls are located at the front 
of the machine. One releases the Dictabelt, another the 
indication slip, and the third selects playback, either 
through the microphone (confidential) or speaker (loud). 
In the left-hand corner a uniquely designed floating ring 
knob regulates volume. A convenient squeeze button is 
your new carriage control. It allows you to move freely 
and easily to any point on the Dictabelt. 

And to make the new Time-Master even more hand- 
some, the power connections are hidden underneath. 
The cords for microphone and wall outlet extend through 
tailored recesses. 



An in-built memory that won’t let you forget— You will dis- 
cover new Time-Master a faithful servant that will help you 
keep your thoughts only on the important dictation you give it. 
In most instances, it automatically takes care of functions you 
might perform incorrectly. When it doesn’t, you get the word 
instantly through distinctive signals.
